RESOLUTION WO. R- - 76 

A RESOLUTION of the Common Council setting 
forth the policy of the City in regard to 
newly annexed areas. 

WHEREAS, the annexation of territory to the City is a 
legislative function; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne is 
called upon in the preparation of its budget to make sums avail- 
able for the provision of services to newly annexed areas; and 
WHEREAS, the Common Council desires that a full measure 

of municipal services be provided to newly annexed areas with the 
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minimum delay; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA s 

1. That the following services will be provided to newly 
annexed territories immediately upon the effective date of 
annexation: police protection, street and road maintenance, 
trarfic engineering, fire protection, garbage collection, city 
park facilities, and street lighting, upon petition and in con- 
formity with existing laws, rules and regulations. 

2. That additional services of an intangible nature 
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which can and should be immediately furnished to newly annexed 
areas include, among others, the following: services of the 
Office of the Mayor; Department of Finance; Department of Public 
Saiety; Redevelopment Commission; Humane Commission, Services of 
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the Department of Public Works; the Common Council; Department 


of Law ; Department of health; Metropolitan Commission on Human 


Relations . 

3. That , upon petition to the Board of Public Works 
and approval by said Board, city sewer, water and drainage shall 
be provided according to existing state law; and that, upon 
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petition, normal steps, including right-of-way engineering. 


acquisition and construction, shall proceed without delay.
